Fine Ioc2s end Exhibits of Great

' Variety.

However, the
erowd that graced the grandstand
Lad dwindled to a few dozen by the
time the running raees began, so that
no harm was done to anybody’s pa-
tience except to the race officials and
they being inured, were able to stand
the hardship.

Two exhibits  that attaracted
much favorable comment at the Fair
grounds were those from Whnithrog
College and from Clemson, At hoth
these institutions—one for the high-
er education of the girls of the
State and the other for the training
of the boys—the industrial side of
their education was stressed. To be
able to do the material things of life
is what is tauzht at these two col-
leges, and to the people of the State
the results of their efforts are ex-
hihited,

In the sheep and woats department
at the State fair there were some very
attractive  animals  and in the list
of tntries there were an unusuall,
large number of this elass of stock
considered hizh breed, The author-
ities plan to gradually add to this
department as interest in stockrais-
ing increases in this State. That
the interest is inereasing is shown by
the larze number who visited the
stalls and obtained information on
the value of hixh class stock.

One of the interesiing and at the
same time promising features of the
State fair i1s that of the best farm
display. The idea of the association
is to encourage the raising of swmall
crops amd living on the farn:  as
mueh as possible.  The association
offered two prizes. one of $75 and
another of $30 for the largest variety
of articles raised on one tarm. Thera
were four contestants for these prizes,
Messrs. C. Rodgers of Fountain lun,
8. L. Rawl of Lexington, 8. B. Craw-
ford of Great Falls and G. B. Win-
gard of Lexington.

It is such exhibitions as these
farmers made that show in a meas-
ure the possibility of good farmers
m this State.

The gospel record is dual. Two
evangelists, Matthew and Luke, bear
testimony to the holy horning. In
Bethlebem of Judea—Iit is =till Belt
1 m, “the place of food,” and inhab-
it=d moastly by Christians—in contra-
distinetion to that Dethlehem which
is in Galllee, eceurred the event which
differentiates distinetive ages and that
ts commemorated until this day.

“Aund thou Bethlehem, land of Ju-
dah, art in no wise least among the
prineces of Judah: for out of thee
shall vome forth a governor, who
shall be shepherd of My people
Israel. ™
